MORGAN BUYS STEAMER LINE 


The Leyland Atlantic Interests Pur- 
chased by the New York Finan- 


cier in London. 

LONDON, April 29.—The first step in the 
direction of the consolidation of some of 
the biggest trans-Atlantic shipping inter- 
ests has been accomplished by the pur- 


chase by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. of the 
Leyland Line of steamers. A deposit on 
the purchase money has been paid. 

The officials of the Leyland Line, in con- 
firming the sale, told a representative of the 
Associated Press that an official statement 
would be issued from the head offices of 
the line at Liverpool tomorrow. It is under- 
stood that the shareholders will receive 
£14 10s for each £10 share. 

The Leyland Line, whose fleets wil] thus 
pass into the control of Americans, is one 
of Great Britain's greatest shipping insti- 
tutions, far excéeding the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Co. in tonnage 
and importance.

ONE BULLET IN HIS. BREAST 


TWO OTHERS WERE REMOVED 
FROM HIS BODY. 


Richter, Who Rooms at 1812 North 
Broadway, Either Does Not Know 
or Will Not Reveal His As- 
sailant’s Name. 


With three bullets in his body Frederick 
Richter, who was shot early Sunday morn- 
ing by an assailant whose identity the po- 
lice have not yet been able to discover, as 
he was entering the house at 1812 North 
Broadway, where he lodges, went quictly 
to his bed without summoning medical aid 
or arousing his roommate. 

Not until he was awakened four hours 
later by the pangs of a wound in iis left 
breast did he inform his frienus of ihe 
shooting. He was then removed to the 
City Hospital, where Drs. Nuiectert and 
Amyx removed bullets from his teit thigh 
and hip. They have not yet been able to 
locate ths one in the breast. 

Dr. Nietert said Monday that this wound 


might cause Richter’s death. 

Richter is a cabinet maker, 50 years old, 
and is employed by~ the Gus V. Brech! 
Butchers’ Supply Co. The police have not 
been able to anes him to tell much about 
the shooting. He insists that he does not 
know who iis assailant was and that :i¢€ 
had not engaged in a quarrel before tne 
shooting occurred. He admits that ne had 
been drinking to exces®, but, says— his 
mind was clear when the shots, were fired, 
He says he had no enemies and this state- 
ment is substantiated by his fellow room- 
“rs and friends. 
Boy been partially delirious since he 
was taken to the City Hospital and his 
story of the shooting is disconnected. 


What Richter Says 

About the Shooting. 

“T went to a meeting at Lightstone’s 
Hall Saturday night,’’ he said in~ sub- 
stance to the Post-Dispatch, “and started 
home about midnight, arriving there at 
1 o'clock. My room is in the rear of the 
lodging house and is reached by steps from 
the ground to the second floor porch. |] was 
about four steps of the top when the 
shots were fired. I did not see the man who 


shot me. I didn’t think much about my 
wounds, as I bardly felt them. I thought 
1 would go to bed and wait until morning 
for treatment. You see, I didn’t want to 
disturb the folks in the house with my 
troubles. | don't remember having a quarre 
after leaving the hall. I too severa 
drinks on my way home, but 1 remember all 
about the shooting.’ 
As soon as the case was reported at the 
City Hospital, the police began an investi- 
ation. As a result, Joseph Ryan, August 
ichter, Rudolph Rehm, Charles Bergman 
and J. R. Taylor, all roomers at the house 
where Richter was shot, and George Knelilly 
and William Krause of 910 Chambers street 
were arrested. Mrs. Kate Richter, mother 
of August Richter, but not related to the 
victim of the shooting, and proprietress of 
the roomifg house, was also taken to the 
police station, but was soon released. 
Bergmann, K.yan and Rehm say they 
heard the shooting and that the noise of 
the shots came from the rear of the house. 
Neither of them made an investigation 
The other men say they did not hear the 
shots and know nothing of the person who 
fired them. 
Mrs. Richter says she heard the shooting, 
and, lookingout of her window, saw a man 
running from the second-story stairway to 
the sidewalk in. front of the use. She 
declares the man was Richter afid that he 
was intoxicated. é

It became the rage to see their 
formance and seek introductions—for 
Misses Cunningham were not only 
traordinarily handsome, but cultured 
versed in all the little refinements of 
siety. The best of the women of the 
ony invited them to special teas and recep- 
tions. The girls seem modestly pleased by 
these attentions, but with gentle craft and 
firmness resisted all efforts to draw out 
any information, though they admit that 
Cunningham is not their family name, nor 
Gladys and Leonie their Christian names. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent called 
on the Misses Cunningham at their pretty 
apartment on the Avenue Victor Hugo and 
obtained the following statement from one 
of the twins—Gladys or Leonie, he cannot 
tell which:

MUST PAY ALIMONY TO TWO. 


John Maag Owes Duty to Both His D- 
vorced Wives. 

Because a man is paying his first wife, 
who is divorced from him, alimony, is no 
reason, according to Judge Spencer, why 
the second wife, also divorced, should not 
gcarnishee his wages to collect her alimony. 

A decision to this effect was handed 
down Monday in the case of Mary Maag 
against Milton F. Williams. Mary Maag 
Was the second wife of John Maag. She 
secured a divorce from him with custody of 
their only child, and $20 a month alimony. 

His first wife had also secured the cus- 
tody of her only child and allmony. 

When Maag failed to pay the alimony due 
the second wife she garnished his wages. 
Williams, the defendant and Maag’s em- 
| ploeyr, contended that Maag, because he 
| was supporting his child by his first wife, 
| was the head of a family and therefore his 
wages were not subject to garnishment. 

Judge Spencer held that Maag was the 
head of a family, but added that that fact 
did not free him from the necessity of car- 
ing for the second wife and his child by her. 

‘The defendant Is undoubtedly,”’ says the 
opinion, ‘‘under obligations to support the 
minor child by his first wife. ut he is 
under equal obligations to support the minor 
child by his second wife.”’

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 29.—Fire at the'! 
corner of Carson and Seventeenth streets, 
South Side, resulted in the loss of one life, 
@ property loss estimated at $225,000, con- 
sumed over a dozen buildings and rendered 
a score of families homeless.

A shower of burning timbers were thrown 
from the Lorsch building. carrying destruc- 
tion in all directions, and several other 
stores and a number of dwellings were 
swept by the flames. 

The losses are pretty well covered by in- 
surance.

A crowd of men terrorized the village of 


Swansea, north of Belleville, Sunday after- | 


noon, Sheriff John Kickham and Deputy 

George Stookey and Constabie Fred Kaase 

had a running fight with one of them and, 

assisted by a volunteer posse of 2% Swansea- 
ites, pursued him three miles through woods 
and across fields and finally captured him. 

Sunday afternoon a gang of railroad men 
who live together in a small house at 
Swansea became troublesome at Schroeder's 
saloon. on the poorhouse road. Hansford 
Ferguson, who was partially intoxicated, 
fell off of a’ chair itn the saloon. In his 
befuddled condition he thought he had been 
pushed. He drew his revolver and threat- 
ened to shoot anyone who tried to pick 
him up. Schroeder was on the point of go- 
ing to Ferguson's assistance, when he 
gianced in the mirror and saw that Fer- 
guson was pointing his revolver at him. He 
stooped behind the bar and leaped through 
a side door. 

Ferguson went out on the sidewalk. Some- 

- body advised him to put up His revolver. He 
construed the advice as hostile and began 
to shoot. He emptied the weapon in un- 
steady fashion. He hit nobody, but cleared 
the street. Others of the crowd began tv 
shoot and the villagers who were out of 
range put up the shutters. 

Constable Fred Kaase, who keeps. the 
peace in the village, had gone to the home 
of a relative in the country to attend a 
celebration, and the villagers were at the 
mercy of the carousing railroad men. 

Kaase nad a feeling that he was needed in 
the village and late in the afternoon he tore 
himself away from the celebration and went 
where duty called. He found that he was 
needed badly. The villagers welcomed him 
as a deliverer. 

The men who had been shooting ¢ the 
town took refuge in their house and defied 
Kaase to arrest them without a warrant. He 
had not seen their offense and could not ar- 
rest them. 

Sheriff Kickham 
Joins in the Fray. 

He drove to Belleville and called on Sher- 
iif Kickham to come to the relief of the vil- 
lage. The sheriff picked up Deputy George 
btookey and they drove out to Swansea. 

Somebody saw them coming and shouted 
to Ferguson to run. He ran out the road 

as far as the poorhouse and struck across 
the fields in a westerly direction toward the 
timber. ‘l‘he sheriff and the other two of- 
licers started in pursuit and half the popula- 
tion of the village joined in the chase. 

For an intoxicated man, Ferguson = ran 
amazingly. Shots were fired by the officers 
over his head and about his feet and com- 
mands to stop were shouted at him, but all 
this only increased his speed. 

After running a mile through timber and 
across grain fields and over ravines, Sheriff 
Kickham and Constable Kaase, who are 
heavy men, were almost exhausted. Kaase 

handed his revolver to Ed Hoffmann, who

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ORGANIZE TO BEAUTIFY THE CITY. | 


A movement is on foot in Chicago to unite the Art Socieiies, 


with the object of forming a powerful organization for the 
promotion of art as applied to streets, parks and buildings. 


St. Louis should have such an organization, in nreparation 
It would find plenty of work, in re- 
moving ugly objects from the streets and public places, and 
replacing them with objects of art and beauty. We have not 
enough fine statuary; there is practically no good mural paint- 
ing in public buildings; we need artistically laid out squares, 
with beautiful fountains and other things to delight the es- 
thetic taste. Other cities with less population are richer in 
these respects than is St. Louis, which has been too busy here- 
tofore to give proper attention to outward appearance. 

The local art and historical societies would form a good 
nucieus for an association to beautify St. Louis. If we are 
to have such a body, no time should be lost in its creation. 
The work to be done should be begun at once. The period for 
its performance is limited. 
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Winston Churchill has done well to shock the British jingos

EDUCATION IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


The educational program in the Philippine Islands is charac- 
teristically American. 

The Insular Government has appropriated more than a mil- 
lion dollars for teachers and buildings. The Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is authorized to employ 1000 trained 
teachers of English at salaries of from $75 to $125 a month. 
These will be under the direction of ten district superintend- 
ents at salaries of from $2000 to $2500 and traveling expenses. 
A normal and trade school in Manila and an agricultural 
school in the island of Negros are to be immediately estab- 
lished, $55,000 having been appropriated for the purpose. Ap- 
propriations of $400,000 for school buildings and furniture and 
$220,000 for text books and other school supplies have been 
made for the current year. Finally the new municipal code 
provides that one-fourth of all municipal taxes throughout 
the archipelago shall be devoted to education. 

This is a liberal program—Jefferson himself, who probably 
did most to establish the principle of public education in 
American bolicy, would cheerfully co-operate in such a work. 

The franchises of the big railroad corporations of Kentucky 
are now assessed on a basis of 80 per cent, and this is to be 
the basis for the assessment of other corporations. It is 
thought by the State Board of Valuation that this figure will 
be satisfactory to both the people and the corporations, 
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High hog prices in Howard County are attributed to a Re- 
publican national administration. This is as logical as it 
would be to attribute the demand in New England for Missouri 
teachers to a Democratic state administration. The sophistry 
of partisans is extremely wearisome. 
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The terrible Torribo and the terrible Torres have surrendered 
in the Philippines, and other ferocious rabbits are yielding. 
The capture of Aguinaldo was certainly the most important 
event of the war, and it is useless for regularly educated army 
people to belittle the Kansas hero’s feat. 


The Standard Oj] monopoly, by purchasing railroad termi- 
nals, wharves and shipping facilities, can now control every 
barrel of oil taken from the fields at Beaumont, Texas. The 
swallowing capacity of this monopoly is illimitable. 
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There is considerable opposition to the electrical chair, but 
it brings no such scenes as that at the execution of train- 
robber Ketchum. The anti-capital punishment people will 
have a good deal to say about the New Mexican horror. 

The great Arkansas Valley beet-sugar company, incorpo- 
rated with a capital of $5,000,000, which will expend $2,000,000 
this year in improvements, will hardly want to see colonial 


sugar coming into the United States free of duty. 


With only one ex-President living, the Philippine war clos. 
ing, and the Cuban commissioners acquiescing in the govern- 
ment of their country from Washington, President McKinley 
is doubtless a very happy LL. D. 
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While 11,000,000 people in a single Chinese province are in 
danger of perishing from famine, the European powers are 
demanding all her money.

HOME-MADE KOUMISS.—For the prep- 
aration of koumiss it is best to dissolve 
milk sugar in a little water, and to add 
the solution’ (with a little yeast) in the 
proportion of two teaspoonfuls to a cham- 
pagne bottle of one-third water-diluted 
milk, and let the fermentation proceed at 
about 20 decrees R. (77 degrees F.). Next, 
rub up pressed yeast with brown sugar 
with a little of this liquid to-a pasty con- 
sistency, and add to the milk mixture. 
Then leave the liquid obtained to ferment 
in well-closed champagne bottles, the press- 
ing in of the cork being conducted with 
care, since the quality of the resulting 
drink is particularly dependent upon the 
closure. The filled bottles are kept at a 
moderate temperature for several dave for 
fermentation purposes, shaking them daily 
for about 10 minutes to prevent the caseine 
from settling. Great care must be exer- 
cised in agitating the bottles, since a high 
pressure is occasioned by the gas generated 
in the fermentation, and the bottles, unless 
carefully selected for this purpose, are 
apt to crack, with more or less danger to 
whoever may be in the vicinity.—Supply 
Journal.

Young Kinney Disappeared and His

DALLAS, Tex., April 29.—Former Gov. 
J. 8. Hogg for several days has been cred- 
ited with having made approximately $%3,- 
00,000 in oil and kindred interests at and 
near Beaumont. These reports were not 
accepted at their face value until today, 
when a letter from Gov. Hogg to a per- 
sonal friend, the Hon. W. A. Shaw, a mem- 
ber of the legislature from Dallas, settled 
it. 

In addition to having procured possession 
of 500 acres of the richest oll lands at Beau- 
mont, and also of having made by various 
transactions several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in ready monev. Gov. Hogg has ac- 
quired 15,000 acres of iron ore land sur- 
rounding New Birmingham and compris- 
ing the pick of the great iron belt of Cher- 
okee County. With the land he has got 
control of the big foundry furnaces, build- 
ings and everything connected with the in- 
dustry that makes it ready for tmmediate 
operation. Gov. Hogg declares in his let- 
ter that the operations of himself and his 
associates place Texas beyond the control 
of the oil or iron trusts. 

“The understanding is,’ he says, “that 


my proposed company will.run pipe lines 
via Tae Birmingham to Dallas and North 
Texas.”’ 

The Hogg syndicate lands about New 
Birmingham also include somé of the fin- 
eat timber tracts in the state. [t is figured 
that oil will be delivered at New Birming- 
ham at a cost of 19 cents a barrel. Three 
barrels of oil equal one ton of coal.

BRITISH ARE DISSATISFIED. 


The Present Progress Will Never End 
the Boer War. 

LONDON, April 29.—Great Britain is dis- 
patisfied because the war in South Africa 
still drags along. During the last few 
weeks the movement designed to sweep 
the northern Transvaal has been in prog- 
ress, and a good many Boers have been 
captured, but the impression prevails that 
the totals include more old men and boys 
left on farms than bonafide prisoners, and 
at the rate of a’couple of hundred cap- 
tures a week it will take.a long time to 

et rid of 15,000 Boers who are still be- 
feved to be under arms. Some people ar- 
gue that the British army is even now 
not strong enough for the task tn hand. 
Meanwhile Mr. Broderick's scheme of ar- 
my.reform is condemned by nearly every 
competent critic. It is generally admit- 
ted that the regular armv will not be 
strengthened materially until the a ttract- 
fiveness of the service is increased. 

Arrangements are quietly in progress for 
@ reception of Sir Alfred Milner in Lon- 
don. he high commissioner for South Af- 
rica has been asked if he would accept an 
igvitation to a public banquet, but he has 
not yet been heard from on the point. It 
4s. however, quite -possible that Sir Al- 
fred Milner will not consent. He would 
have to get Mr. Chamberlain's permission 
before accepting such invitation, as a pub- 
lic banquet would imply a pronouncement 
upon the policy of the British government 
in South Africa, and it may be doubted 
whether the colonial secretary would deem 
it opportune for Sir Alfred Milner to make 
an important speech in this country on 
the South African question until the storm 
and stress of the final phase of the war 
shall have passed away.

RING IN HIS UNDERCLOTHING. 


Expensive Angora Shawls, Etc., Were 
Probably Intended for His Fi- 
ancee, Miss Goddard of 
Providence. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—Prince Henri de 
Croy, a member of one of Belgium’s most 
noble families, is in trouble with the cus- 
toms authorities just because of their high- 
handed and impertinent interference with 
his smuggling into this country costly and 
rare gems, antique silver snuff boxes and 
fine Angora shawls, all of which were found 
upon his person after he landed from the 
steamship Potsdam at Hoboken, yesterday. 

The prince is as well known in society on 
this side of the sea asin Europe. Moreover, 
the latest rumor in New York society has 
it that he is engaged to Miss Madeleine 
Goddard, the beautiful daughter of R. H. 
I. Goddard of Providence. 

Prince Henri was once an attache of the 
embassy at Washington, is related to a 
great European family and has paid many 
visits to Newport and this city. It is con- 
sidered by the customs officials more than 
likely that the gems, the ancestral snuff 
boxes and the shawls were intended for his 
American flancee. 

When he came off the Potsdam he wore a 
traveling suit and a light-colored topcoat, 
with gloves to match, 

Inspector Andrew McCort’ observed that 
the prince appeared nervous. Just as he 
was turning to leave the pier McCort placed 
his hand on the royal scion’s shoulder and 
politely asked him to walk into the doc- 
tor’s office with him. The prince com- 
plied and there the man in Uncle Sam's 
uniform compelled the prince to disrobe. 

The prince was ready to oblige, coloring 
deeply the while. Soon the customs in- 
spector uncovered a mine of _ valuables. 
Within the upper waistband of Prince de 
Croy’s underclothing McCort found, 
wrapped in a bit of tissue paper, & man’s 
diamond and emerald finger ring. The 
emerald was a quarter of an inch square 
and surroundéd by a cluster of diamonds. 
The diamonds ran down the ring into a lit- 
tle peak. They were all rose diamonds. 

In a coat pocket the searchers found the 
case for the ring. In a hip pocket the in- 
quisitor turned up a bracelet, which will 
be appraised at $1000, if not more. 

The ring has been worn, but the bracelet 
is new and not marked. The inspector dug 
still deeper and within other coat pockets 
McCort uncovered three antique silver 
snuff boxes, all heirlooms, it may be. 

In the side pockets of the sack coat, neat- 
ly folded, were two expensive Angora 
shawls. 

Inspector McCort took charge of them 
in the name of the government. The prince 
dressed himself again and left the Potsdam,

POWER CARRIED 140 MILES 


Remarkable and Successful Experi- 
ment in Running Electric 
Street Cars. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.—Electric 
power generated on Yuba river, 190 miles 
away, will be used today to run the street 
cars of San Jose. On Saturday this power 
was used in the operation of street cars in 
Oakland, which is 140 miles from the Yuba 
station. This is said to be the longest trans- 
mission of electric power in the world. The 
power is generated by turbine wheels. The 
cable, 140 miles in length, is six-tenths of 
an inch diameter and is of copper, with 
aluminum alloy, which will prevent oxidiza- 


tion. It is this cable that is suspended 
across Carquinez Straits by a span of 4400 
feet and 300 feet In air. 

The tests is considered one of the most 
successful in the history of electricity, a 
current of 40,000 volts having been trans- 
mitted the entire distance with a loss not to 
exeeed 5 per cent.
